The Favorite Son 
The appearance of Senator La Fol­ 
lette as a candidate was expected. 
In one view of it, it is part of the I 
“Favorite Son” movement which is 
In some high quarters regarded as an I 
organized plan to defeat President 
Roosevelt’s purpose to force the nom­ 
ination of Secretary Taft.

La Follette is to be a candidate and 
because he is a “favorite son," and 
not because he has the confidence and 
encouragement of other candidates. 
La Follette is thought to be too dan­ 
gerous an opponent to permit other 
aspirants to look with favor on his 
coming out.

The La Follette movement is wid- 1 
er than most Wisconsin people appre-1 
date. 
He is widely k n o w and much 
appreciated throughout the country, j 
and his presence in the contest is' 
likely to be felt. 
No O pposition Expected 
His position at home is not so bad 1 
as the casual observer might guess. 
It is told in well informed quarters 
that Charles Pfister has been seen, 
and that he will enter the move­ 
ment to give the senator a solid dele­ 
gation to the national convention 
Mr. Pfister is said to have made the 
concession on the ground of state 
pride, but there are those who see 
in the settlement of the Milwaukee 
public utility fights and in Pfister** 
support of, or at least refusal to op­ 
pose. the election of Mr. Stephenson, 
more substantial grounds for a prob­ 
ably passive support of La Follette 
by the associates and the newspaper 
of the daddy of the stalwart wing. 
Thus far the Sentinel. Mr. Pflster’s 
paper has said nothing of La Fol­ 
lette^ candidacy, but a failure to op­ 
pose. or at most a mild support later 
on. is all that can logically be ex­ 
pected. 
The Announcement 
The official announcement of Senator 
La Follette? candidacy in the Free 
Press follows: 
“Before the present legislative ses­ 
sion adjourns there will have been 
launched in Wisconsin a movement to 
send to the n^xt republican national 
convention a Wisconsin 
delegation 
which shall Vie for Senator Robert 3M[- 
La Follette. 
“First steps in this movement al­ 
ready have been taken in Milwaukee. 
Advices from a number of state cities 
are to the effect that just as soon as 
the movement takes definite form it 
will be advanced all over the state. 
“The movement is for a pure La 
Follette delegation. 
It considers no 
second choice candidates. 
Ohio Ie to send a simon-pure Taft 
delegation without mention of a sec­ 
ond chofcc. 
“ Then w hy should Wisconsin con­ 
sider second choices, 
when 
other 
states which have favorite sons are 
not mentioning second choices?’ said 
one of the leaders in the movement 
Saturday. 
“ A meeting was held in the offices 
of Court Commissioner William J. 
McElrov and Attorney Fred C. Lor­ 
enz, Loan and Trust building, on Sat­ 
urday night, at which the movement 
was thoroughly talked over.
